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Roads. 

Numerous  petitions  have  been  present¬ 
ed  to  the  Township  Committee  for  the 
grading  or  gravelling  of  roads  in  various 
parts  of  the  village.  It  is  very  desirable 
that  these,  requests  should  be  promptly 
and  fully  answered.  Nothing  is  so  neces¬ 
sary  to  the  comlort  of  the  people,  or  con¬ 
tributes  so  directly  to  attract  strangers, 
or  increase  business  as  good  roads,  side¬ 
walks  and  crosswalks.  ^  _ - 

Yet  when  of  the  township  is 

considejCfJfwith  its  20  miles  of  streets,  it 
i®  Tidily  seen  how  impossible  it  is  to  do 
even  what  is  urgently  needed.  Some 
parts  of  Broad  St  sustaining  the  heaviest 
travel  have  not  received  the  slightest  at¬ 
tention  for  many  years.  Other  places 
have  been  badly  washed  by  storms  and 
need  prompt  repairs.  Streets  upon  which 
much  building  has  been  done  must  be 
surveyed,  grades  established,  and  grad¬ 
ing  done.  The  final  cost  of  gravel  or 
broken  stone  is  still  to  come.  It  will  be 
easily  seen  why  so  many  calls  are  disre¬ 
garded  ;  the  money  is  limited,  the  needs 
boundless. 

Instead  of  the  $7,000  raised  hore  for 
roads,  the  village  of  Montclair,  with  fewer 
miles  of  streets  raises  something  over 
$12,000.  This  comparison  may  suggest 
the  remedy  to  be  applied.  Successive 
township  committees  have  recommended 
amounts  slightly  in  excess  of  former  years, 
but  still  with  some  squeamishness  as  to 
the  result  The  necessity  is  very  clear, 
but  the  willingness  of  tax  payers  to  in¬ 
crease  their  own  assessments  is  not  so 
evident 

The  amount  received  for  stone  walks 
this  year  is  perhaps  a  fair  sum  to  spend  for 
such  purposes  ;  but  since  the  money  must 
go  upon  the  main  streets,  special  provision 
must  be  made  for  grading  and  graveling 
streets  of  minor  importance. 

Here  the  greatest  stringency  is  sure  to 
be  felt  The  amount  appropriated,  $2,500, 
is  far  too  small  for  this  purpose.  It  is,  of 
course,  too  late  to  remedy  the  error  this 
year.  All  that  can  be  done  is  to  distrib¬ 
ute  the  money  as  judiciously  as  possible 
throughout  the  township,  reminding 
property  owners  that  their  wants  should 
be  made  known  prior  to  election  rather 
than  after. 

Meanwhile  we  have  much  for  which  to 
be  thankful,  for  while  our  highways  are 
not  all  that  we  could  wish,  they  show  an 
improvement  year  by  year  which  is  cred 
itable  to  the  good  sense  of  the  officers 
elected. 

A  little  public  spirit  upon  the  part  of 
property  owners,  some  forbearance,  and 
a  fair  appreciation  of  the  difficulties  to  be 
overcome,  will  prevent  misunderstanding, 
ill-feeling  ot  grumbling.  * 


An  old  Bioomflelder 

HONORED  IN  THE  HARTFORD  LEGISLATURE. 

Not  many-  years  ago  there  lived  in 
Bloomfield  a  man  who,  during  his  resi¬ 
dence  in  the  town,  won  the  respect  and 
esteem  of  all  who  knew  him.  Since  leav¬ 
ing  Bloomfield  his  home  has  been  with  a 
daughter  in  Water  bury,  Cl,  where  his 
face  is  familiar  to  everybody.  Though  a 
man  whose  years  number  nearly  a  cen¬ 
tury  the  step  of  Mr.  Israel  Coe  is  firm, 
and  all  his  faculties  are  unimpaired.  He 
can  outmeasure  many  a  younger  man  by 
the  distances  that  he  walks  and  the  ra¬ 
pidity  of  his  gait 

A  year  or  more  ago  a  puolic  recogni¬ 
tion  was  tendered  Mr.  Coe  at  Hartford, 
he  being  the  oldest  living  ex-Representa- 
tive  in  the  State.  Speeches  were  made, 
and  an  entire  session  of  Legislature  was 
devoted  to  doing  him  honor.  The  fifth 
of  the  present  month  witnessed  a  similar 
scene  at  the  Connecticut  State  Capital 
Three  was  a  reunion  of  ex-members  of 
the  Connecticut  General  Assembly  that 
bought  together  hundreds  of  men  repre¬ 
senting  every  town  and  almost  every  vil¬ 
lage  in  the  State.  T he  Waterbury  Daily 
Republican  says: 


grade.  At  11  A.  M.  occurred  the  legis¬ 
lative  reunion,  and  at  1:15  Governor  Har¬ 
rison  was  escorted  by  the  Foot  and  Horae 
Guard  from  the  Allyn  House  to  the  Cap¬ 
itol,  where  at  2  o’clock  occurred  the  gen¬ 
eral  reunion,  which  was  called  to  order 
by  ex  Governor  H.  B.  Bigelow  of  New  Ha¬ 
ven,  ehairman  of  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee.  After  prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Parker, 
addressee  were  made  by  Hon.  Henry  C. 
Robinson,  Hon.  Alfred  E.  Burr,  Lieut 
Governor  Cooke,  and  Speaker  Tibbitts 
followed  by  miscellaneous  addresses. 
Waterbary  had  the  honor  of  being  repre¬ 
sented  by  the  oldest  ex  Representative, 
Mr.  Israel  Coe,  whose  remarks  were  as 
follows: 

“Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen:  I 
thank  you  for  the  expression  of  your  cour¬ 
tesy.  It  is  the  second  public  greeting  I 
have  received  as  the  senior  representative 
of  the  State.  My  recollection  goes  back 
to  the  men  who  were  prominent  in  the 
business  and  legislation  of  the  State  in 
the  last  6entury,  some  of  whom  were  of 
the  General  Assembly  more  than  a  hun¬ 
dred  years  ago.  Asaph  Hall  of  Goshen, 
a  captain  in  the  American  army  during 
the  Revolutionary  war.  He  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  first  legislature  of  the  State  in 
1776,  and  16  times  subsequently.  His 
grandson  Prof.  Asah  Hall,  the  distinguish¬ 
ed  astronomer,  of  Washington,  discovered 
the  satellites  of  Mars.  Aaron  Curtin,  of 
New  Hartford,  was  a  member  of  the  leg¬ 
islature  of  1777  and  22  times,  and  48 
times  elected  assistant  or  senator  consec¬ 
utively  from  1794  to  1817,  inclusive.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  legislature  70  ses¬ 
sions,  and  you  may  well  suppose  was  high¬ 
ly  esteemed.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  his 
acquaintance  while  teaching  school  near 
him  73  years  ago.  Another  Litchfield 
county  man  with  whoili  I  was  acquainted 
whoa?  membership  dates  back  into  the 
the  last  century  was  Augustus  Pettibone 
of  Norfolk.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
legislature  30  times,  and  twice  in  the 
senate  and  judge  of  the  the  county  court 
many  years.  Timothy  Pitkin,  of  Farm¬ 
ington,  was  a  member  of  the  Assembly 
42  times  and  in  Congress  14  years.  A 
member  of  the  senate  in  1830,  it  being 
the  last  public  office  he  ever  held. 

I  was  his  fellow  member  in  1824  and 
1825.  Hon.  Chauncey  F.  Cleveland  was 
a  member  of  the  House  in  1826  and  alike 
honored  12  times,  speaker  two  sessions, 
twice  elected  governor  and  twice  elected 
to  Congress.  I  became  acquainted  with 
him  while  in  the  Senate  in  1843,  and 
while  he  was  governor.  He  is  living  and 
the  oldest  ex-governor  living.  You  will 
pardon  me  for  referring  with  pride  to  the 
distinguished  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  1825.  I  do  not  believe  there 
has  been  its  equal  for  talent  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  State.  Of  the  members  of 
that  year,  one  has  been  U.  S.  senator,  two 
governors,  six  members  of  Congress,  one 
minister  to  the  Empire  of  Russia,  three 
chief  justices  of  the  superior  court,  one 
judge  of  the  U.  S.  district  court,  twenty- 
three  State  senators,  six  speakers  of  As¬ 
sembly,  three  judges  of  the  county  court, 
one  secretary  j)f  State,  and  one  comptrol¬ 
ler. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  century 
the  great  industry  of  the  State  was  farm¬ 
ing.  The  farmers  of  Litchfield  county 
were  among  the  most  prosperous  in  the 
State.  The  merchants  furnished  their 
supplies,  and  bought  their  surplus  pro¬ 
ducts,  and  several  accomplished  what 
were  then  considered  large  fortunes. 
These  halcyon  days  of  contentment  and 
quiet  enjoymerif  have,  in  a  measi 
passed  away  ;  I  fear  never  to  return.  A 
spirit  of  unrest,  of  adventure  took  pos¬ 
session  of  the  people,  and  ,it  found  vent 
in  emigrations  to  New  Connecticut  and 
the  “far  west”  I  saw  many  parties  pre¬ 
paring  for  their  journey.  One,  a  family 
of  seven  or  eight  persons,  embarked  in  a 
covered  ox  wagon,  drawn  by  two  yoke  of 
oxen,  with  a  cow  tied  behind,  the  family 
to  eat  and  sleep  in  their  barouche.  It 
was  a  journey  of  40  days,  which  now  can 
be  accomplished  in  twenty-four  hours. 
Many  towns  suffered  seriously  by  this 
depopulation,  a  process  still  going  on. 
Seventy  five  of  the  towns  of  the  State 
have  decreased  in  population  during  the 
last  decade.  What  the  effect  of  this 
gradual  diminution  of  our  moral,  Rod 
excessive  increase  of  our  urban  popula¬ 
tion  will  be  on  our  political  institutions 
remains  to  be  seen.  Gentlemen,  pardon 
me  for  occupying  so  much  of  your  time. 
I  thank  you  for  this  occasion.  I  am 
grateful  for  the  Giver  of  all  good  for 
health  and  strength  to  be  with  you  to¬ 
day.”
